From time to time a certain. amount 
of interruption or dislocation may take 
place in the food supply of a country 
and the Nutrition Resaarch Committee 
have thought it desirable to place cer- 
tain suggestions before the general 
public to meet such contingencies. 
These proposals are based upon similar 
recommendations made by the Food 
(Defence Plans)’ Department of the 
Board. of Trade in Great Britain. 

STORAGE 

« If space is ,available efforts should 

. be made to purchase and store a quan- 

tity of foodstuffs equivalent to, says, 

. four weeks’ supplies. Storage space 

. Should be clean, dry‘and cool. 

Any foodstuffs not purchased 
cans, jars or air-tight containers 
should be placed in clean, 
with. tightly fitting lids giving protec- 
tion from damp, — ants, cookroaches, 
beetles, mice, rats, and the like. 

Biscuit tins, petrol, kerosine or oil 
tins or drums can be sealed with sold- 
er or putty and utiliser for this pur- 
pose. 

It is wise to mark such containers 
with the actual date of purchase of the 
foodstuffs so that the stock can be used 
regularly and replaced from time to 
time when fresh purchase become pos- 

sible. 

Certain articles of food lend them- 
selves to easier . staorage pee do 
others. For example:— 

(ay Carbohydrates:— 
biscuits, honey, cornflour, four, 
jam, oatmeal, rice (unpolished as 
well as polished), sugar, treacle. 
Fats:— 
butter, dripping, gingelly oil, 
groundnut oil,. lard, olive oil, suet. 
Proteins:— _— 
bacon, beans (haricot and soya), 
corned beef, eggs (salted), eggs 
(in water glass), egg powder her- 
-rings (tinned), lentils, peas, pork 
(salted), salmon (tinned), sardines 
(tinned); 

Combined foodstuffs containing 
fats, proteins, carbohydrates in 
varying » proportions — cheese, 
chocolate, milk (dried, powdere? 

: or tinned); 

(e) Fruits and. vegetables:— 
apricots (dried), black currants 
(tinned), carrots (tinned), onions 
(dried), prunes, raisins, spinach 
(tinned), tomatoes (tinned or 
puree), various vegetables (dried 
and tinned or salted); 

(f) Beverages, condiments, etc.:— 
-baking soda, cacoa, coffee, cream 
of ‘tartar, curry: powder, mustard, 
pepper, salt, tea, yeast (compress- 
ed tablets). 

QUALITATIVE REQUIREMENTS 

The list of foodstuffs given above 
has been specially selected, not only 
from the point of view of storage but 
in order. to make it possible for all re- 
quirements of a balanced dietary to be 
met:.Mention has already been made 
of carbohydrates (sugar and starches) 
and fats needed for producing energy 
and warmth and to assist in the pro- 
tection of the body from certain infec- 
tions, and proteins (beans, cheese, 


eggs; fish, lentils, meat) .for building 


up-and repairing tissues. 

Minerals are also ‘of great import- 
ance in order to . maintain Hfe and 
health. Calcium (needed for building 
wp bones and teeth and in the re~ 

gulation of the growth’ of the body) 
is to be found in beans, cheese, eggs, 
milk, oatmeal and leafy. vegetables. 

Iron (which gives the red colour 
to the blood) is: present is beans,. cocoa, 
corned beef, herrings (sardines), oate 
meal, onions, peas and spinach, toma- 
‘toes; 

Phosphorus (a very important’ con- 
stituent of the bones and teeth) is 
contained in apricots, béans, beef, her- 
rings, carrots, eggs, mili, paas and rice. 

Yedine and, certain: other minerals 
are contained in adequate quantity in |- 
‘the foodstuffs mentioned in these notes 
and-so need not be specified ‘separately. 

Vitamins. are also essential. in diet 
capable of maintaining “Ife.. - : Without 
them an otherwise balanced diet: -could 
not be utilised by the body. 

Vitamin A is present.in- ‘putter, ear- 
rots, egas, lentils, milk and’ peas: °° 

Vitamin: ° B. 
beans (haricot and. soya),.7 ‘carrots, 
milk, oatmeal, peas, rice: ‘(unpolished). 

Vitamin. C is present “in: ‘alfalfa,

The important point to remember is 
that efforts should be made to ensure 
that. the dietary selected contains 
food stuffs. in each of the various 
classes outlined above, 
QUANTITATIVE REQUIREMENTS 

A well-balanced diet which will 
maintain an adult in .a satisfactory 
state of health should contain 3 ounces 
of protein, the same amount of fat 
and about 15 ounces of carbohydrate 
each day. The protein may be derived 
from both animal sources (eggs, fish, 
meat) and vegetable sources (haricot 
and soya beans, nuts, peas, sprouted 
pulses). . 

The fats may also be obtained from 
both animal (butter; milk, fat mutton, 
etc.) and vegetable (groundnut oil, 
olive oil) sources of the former being 
of great value although rather more 


expensive. Abundance of mineral salts 


and vitamins should be ensured by a 
‘| liberal supply of fruit and vegetables 
and these will also furnish adequate 
cellulose content to produce a proper 
action of -the bowels.

Tanganyika has ‘a prison with’ no 
bars, no cells, and no walls, and the 
prisoners don’t try to escape because 
they prefer to stay where they are. 


Kingolwira Prison ‘houses 60 
“dangerous” and Jong-term prisoners 
—murderers and desperadoes. They 
are guarded by one European and five 
native warders. $ 

Round the prison there is a barbed- 
wire fence—but the wires are far en- 
ough apart for prisoners. to- step 
through without tearing their clothes. 
- A massive lock secures the gates 
—but the gates are so rickety that 
when they are unlocked care must 
be taken that the weight of the lock 
does not pul! them off their hinges. 

Latest to visit this strange prison 
is Major G. L. O. Grundy, a mem: 
ber of the Tanganyika Legislative 
Council. . 

“It is too funny to watch the 
ceremony that attends the — gate- 
opening,” said Major Grundy. “It is 
quicker to get through the fence, but 
ritual demands that you wait solemn- 
ly while the native guard opens the 
massive locks ond supports the gate.”

“Yes, Monsier, L am a Buddhist, as 
ure my masters in Thibet.

however, that this is not a_ religion 


which I am here to teach, but a 
“seience—the science of the soul — 
which does not conflict with any re- 
ligion.” 

The face before me was that of a 
shielc of the desert. The hair was of 
the blackest and so was the ‘beard, 
sparse at the side but rather full in 
front -and not long.. 

My host thus speaking was Dr. Al- 
bert de Sarak, Count de Das, who 
told’ me that he was the son.of a

’ Miss Ling: Mei Ling won the 100 
yards ladies free style Shanghai cham- 
pionship in 71 seconds thereby equall- 
ing the record set for this distance by 
Miss Jacqueline Ball in 1934. She is 
the first Chinese girl to win a Shang- 
hai Championship. Capping Miss 
Ling Mei Ling’s feat, Z. K. Lok the 
Chinese swimmer who has done so 
well recently, won the 440 yards free 
style, defeating M. Negami, the Ja- 
panese, ex-Olympic Star by ten yards 
in the comparatively slow time of 6 
minutes’ arid 4 seconds. 

After C. L. Wen’s victory in the 50 
‘yards, last night’s wins by Miss Ling 
and Z. K. Lok has made the Shang- 
hai swimming world conscious of.the 
improvement made in recent years by 
Chinese swimmers, who for.the first 
time in local swimming history have 
broken into the limelight of Cham-~. 
pionship swimming. 

The gala last. night held at the As- 
_sociation Sportif Francais pool was in 
every way a success and while the 
programme read that it was the se- 
cond annual gala, it was the first 
occasion that Shanghai Championship 
events were swum at their gala, and 
the excellent arrangements for not 
only spectators, but for the good run- 
ning of the function, testifies how 
successfully this sporting club has ad- 
vanced in whatever branch of sport 
they take up.

INTERPORT RECORD BROKEN

taking the lead at the end of the first 
25. yards and maintaining it thereafter 
to increase her advantage in the fin- 
al lap wherein she spurted in a grand 
‘vay. She swam not only with good 
style. but with evidence of stamina 
and is undoubtedly a vastly improv- 
ed swimmer. 


NEW MARK 
Lumsdaine’s record-breaking per- 
formance next took the eye. Strand 


went off to the best start in the 100 
yards backstroke but before half the 
length had been swum, Lumsdaine 
had jumped ahead into the. lead and 
was forging on to a better margin. 
His powerful stroking took him well 
out in front and he turned into the 
third lap with a long advantage, going 
on to win from Strand by fifteen 
yards. 

Strand held second position all the 
way with B. Britton coming. up 
strongly at the end to beat G. 
Figueredo out of third place. Lums- 
daine’s time of 66-1/5 seconds estab- 
lishes a new local and interport re- 
cord. The local record was previous- 
ly set up by Archie Logan in 1937 at 
70-4/5 seconds and the interport re- 
cord was made by Lau Po Hay in 
Hong Kong at 69 seconds, that time 
also being equalised by Dr. Ohlwein 
of Tientsin. Lumsdaine’s new mark 
is a definite advance of such propor- 
tions that it is expected unless he 
himself breaks the record in the in- 


.| terport or in future ‘years, the mark 


will stand for some time to come. 


’ Much had been» expected of M. 


Negami, the Japanese ex-Olympic 
Star, but he was not fit and had not 
been in-good practice for several 
years with the result that he was 
unable to maintain the pace set and 
after leading for the first twelve laps, 
he was passed by Z. K. Lok the 
Chinese swimmer. The time of 6 
minutes and 4 seconds is very slow 
and considerably behind the local 
record of 5 minutes and 34-1/5 
seconds set by M. Matsushita in 1936. 

Last night’s race saw Negami going 
out to set the pace. He adopted a 
short’ chop stroke in contrast to 
2. K. Lok’s long and easier style, and 
while he was able to take a lead he 
never looked like going away to a 
good advantage. At the sixth lap, 


Negam} held.a good advantage of ten: 


yards over Lok, but the latter then 
started to come up, and slowly de~- 
creased the margin the Japanese 
swimmer had built up. At the 
twelfth lap, the two swimmers were 
practically level and turning into the 
fourteenth, Z. K. Lok took the lead 
to go on and win by ten yards.

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_ LONDON, AUGUST 13.—A. D. Locke, the South Afri- 
can professional golfer, is scon to sail home where, for the 
first time in his life, he will be attached to a club of his own, 
writes Henry Longhurst. His visit may not have brought 
him all he wished, but it has not been unsuccessful. 


The Professional Golfers’ 


Association, though one does | 


not often think of it in this light, is a body with strong 
‘Trade Union principles, and it does not admit into its ranks 
Empire golfers who have not served five years as profes- 
sionals. Hence only two tournaments were open to Locke 


during his stay here. 


“One was the Open championship and 


the hioal the so-called Irish Open. 


“The latter, strangely, is open to members of the P.G.A., 
amateurs of a specified standard of ability, and, as it seems, 


Empire professionals who are 


not members of the P.G.A. At 


any rate Jack McLean, who turned professional before Locke 
but has not yet served his five-year sentence, is excluded. 


Locke, at any rate, failed to win 
either of these events. In the Open 
he finished six strokes behind the win- 
ner, but two strokes ahead of Cotton, 


with whom it-was his ambition to play |: 


a challange match. On the _ other 
hand, in direct match play he has cov- 
ered himself with glory and has beaten 
in no uncertain fashion the two reign- 
fing champions, Reginald Whitcombe 
- and Richard Burton. 

What of his future? The point has 
been put to me that he is unwise, at 
the age of 21, to settle down to a re- 
gular post as professional to a club, 
‘even at a salary reported at sums 
varying between one and two thou- 
sand pounds per year. Should he not 
have struck while the iron is hot and 
have gone straight to the United States 
for the winter tournaments? 

FINE REPUTATION 

For myself, I think: he should have 
gone to America. He has earned a 
tremendous reputation and has the in~ 
superable advantage of having behind 
him an amiable backer in the shape of 
Mr. Len Oates who will support him 
to the extent of £1,000 against any 
golfer in the world. Now is the time 
to strike; such good fortune cannot: 
last. . 

Once he settles down at a club of 
his own, it will not be so simple to 
take three or four months off to come 
to Great Britain each year in search 
of fame and fortune. Th temptation 
to stay at home and. make an assured 
income instead of risking money on 
hazardous tours may prove too much 

_ for him--and once it does he must 
turn into a champion of purely paro- 
ehial fame. 

Still, that is his affair. He has beaten 
our champions and goes home, to my 
mind, with an enhanced reputation. 
One impression I should like to cor- 
rect before he leaves. A lot of people 


have suggested, after his + successive |’ 


fruitless challenges to Cotton, that. he 
has grown a trifle bombastic. 

- In answer to that, one would ‘point 
out that he has had no option but‘ to 
make, and repeat, these. challenges, 
That is the only way in which he can 
get matches. No one over here is go- 
ing out of his way to challenge a visit- 
ing golfer, eapeclally one of Locke's 


proved calibre. He has to find his 
victims for himself and bait them into 


acceptance.
